Chavez reaches out to 
opposition after victory

CARACAS(AFP) - Hugo 
Chavez pledged to become a 
’’better president” and work 
with the opposition after win¬ 
ning a tough re-election battle 
that betrayed simmering dis¬ 
content at his socialist revo¬ 
lution. 

The leftist president’s vic¬ 
tory was a relief to like- 
minded allies in the region, 
with Cuban leader Raul Cas¬ 
tro hailing his friend’s ’’his¬ 
toric triumph,” while the 
United States urged him to 
listen to the opposition. 

After almost 14 years in 
power, Chavez survived can¬ 
cer and the most formidable 
opponent of his presidency, 
youthful former state gover¬ 
nor Henrique Capriles, to win 
Sunday’s election and another 
six-year term. 

The anti-US firebrand 
vowed to deepen his oil-funded 
socialist revolution after hailing 
his ’’perfect” victory. 

But he also reached out to 
disenchanted voters by 
pledging to work with the op¬ 
position, a tacit acceptance 
that this was a narrower vic¬ 
tory than in the past and that 
Venezuela is a country very 
much divided. 


”1 want to include every¬ 
body, including sectors of the 
opposition,” Chavez, wearing 
his trademark red shirt, told 
thousands of cheering sup¬ 
porters from the balcony of 
his Miraflores presidential 
residence. 

”1 commit to being a better 
president than I’ve been these 
past few years,” the 58-year- 
old leader said. Alluding to 
his cancer battle, he said: ”1 
thank God and ask him life 
and health to keep serving the 
Venezuelan people.” 

Picked by the once di¬ 


vided opposition in an un¬ 
precedented primary, 

Capriles, 40, was able to woo 
voters from Chavez with 
promises to curb rising crime, 
reform the oil-dependent 
economy and unite the polar¬ 
ized nation. 

After a massive 81 percent 
turnout, Chavez won 55 per¬ 
cent, or nearly eight million, 
of the votes, while Capriles 
gave the opposition its best 
score against the president, 
44.39 percent, or 6.4 million 
ballots.

ELMAR N.V. shows off electric car at end 
of Green Conference 



As part of a pilot project 
Aruba’s electricity distribu¬ 
tion company, ELMAR pre¬ 
sented their BYD F3DM 
electric dual mode automo¬ 
bile. The presentation came 
immediately after the Green 
Conference. 

ELMAR’s “Business De¬ 
velopment Officer” Elthon 


Lampe explained that this au¬ 
tomobile can be connected to 
electricity at home and can 
be powered by electricity 
alone but that it is also “hy¬ 
brid.” Once the battery is 
fully charged it uses the bat¬ 
tery only. This car con¬ 
tributes to a clean 
environment without any gas 


emissions. 

The car can drive for 65 
kilometer on electric energy, 
but if the airconditioner is not 
used it can reach up to 100 kilo¬ 
meters. A totally electric car 
that is not dual mode can go a 
distance of 150 kilometers. 

This is a project that 
ELMAR has been exploring 


since last year. They have 
been testing the difference 
between an electric car and a 
gasoline car for several 
months to ascertain what the 
cost benefit is. 

According to Elthon 
Lampe, the difference is im¬ 
pressive. The cost of gasoline 
will probably continue to rise 
while the price of electricity 
will drop on Aruba as of No¬ 
vember. ELMAR’s experts 
did a calculation and con¬ 
cluded that electric cars are 
60% more efficient than a 
gasoline vehicle. For ex¬ 
ample, if you are paying 
Afls.250 per month to fill 
the tank of your gasoline 
vehicle, you would be 
paying only Afls.90 for I 
your electric vehicle. 
Lampe says ...’’the differ¬ 
ence is great!” 

According to 

ELMAR, they are fully 
prepared for electric auto¬ 
mobiles on Aruba. These 
vehicles may be charged 
at night at home, although 
ELMAR’s plans include 
the installation of various 


“charging stations” around 
the island. This way the auto 
can be charged in 15 minutes. 

Imagine having solar pan¬ 
els at your home, and you 
have an electric automobile, 
you would be practically 
charging your car with solar 
energy. You would be driving 
your car expense free. Pro¬ 
moting the use of electric au¬ 
tomobiles for Aruba is part of 
ELMAR’s 2010-2020 mis¬ 
sion.

In 2006, Chavez thrashed op¬ 
position candidate Manuel 
Rosales, taking 62 percent of 
the vote and winning by a mas¬ 
sive 25-point margin. 

"The opposition is strength¬ 
ened, with a clear leadership 
and many options for the fu¬ 
ture,” Luis Vicente Leon, pres¬ 
ident of the Datanalisis polling 
firm, told AFP after Sunday's 
much closer result. 

"Chavez won without a 
doubt, I'm not minimizing it, 
he's a political monster. But it's 


not the same elections as 2006. 
Now the opposition has a 
leader who can seize on its 
unity,” he said. 

Chavez can still count on a 
devout following among the 
country's long-neglected poor, 
who adore him for the social 
"missions” that give them free 
health care, subsidized food, 
and sometimes housing. 

"Venezuela will continue its 
march toward the democratic so¬ 
cialism of the 21st century,” 
Chavez said in his victory speech. 


But Capriles attracted huge 
crowds at rallies and his pic¬ 
ture could be seen on some 
homes in Chavez slum bas¬ 
tions after the sports-mad can¬ 
didate visited 300 towns in a 
high-octane campaign across 
the nation. 

While accepting defeat with 
grace, Capriles vowed to con¬ 
tinue fighting for the 6.4 million 
people who voted for him. 

"The people contributed to 
opening a new path and this 
path is here,” Capriles, wear¬ 


ing a jacket in Venezuela's yel¬ 
low, blue and red colors, told 
supporters late Sunday. 

Some 200 Capriles support¬ 
ers, many in tears and disbe¬ 
lief, massed outside his 
campaign headquarters. 

"I'm disappointed but not 
defeated,” saidRosana Gonza¬ 
lez, a 25-year-old student. "I 
continue to believe in his proj¬ 
ect for the country." 

The United States and the Eu¬ 
ropean Union urged Chavez to 
extend a hand to the opposition. 


"We have our differences 
with President Chavez,” White 
House spokesman Jay Carney 
told journalists. "But we con¬ 
gratulate the Venezuelan peo¬ 
ple” on the peaceful manner in 
which the election was carried 
out, he added. 

"We believe that the views 
of the more than six million 
people who voted for the op¬ 
position should be taken into 
account going forward,” said 
William Ostick, a US State 
Department spokesman.

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France fears hundreds 
extremists at large 


PARIS (AFP) - France's inte¬ 
rior minister on Monday pre¬ 
dicted more arrests of Islamic 
extremists and warned of 
possibly hundreds of home¬ 
grown militants at large fol¬ 
lowing a crackdown that sent 
shockwaves through the 
country's Jewish community. 

Manuel Vails issued his 
warning in the wake of a na¬ 
tionwide sweep at the week¬ 
end which left one man dead 
and 12 others in detention on 
suspicion of either being in¬ 
volved in the bombing of a 
Jewish grocery last month or 
of planning other anti-Se¬ 
mitic attacks. 

"We know that there are 


dozens, even hundreds of in¬ 
dividuals who are capable of 
organising themselves like 
the group that has just been 
dismantled," Vails said. 

Richard Prasquier, the 
head of the CRIF, the main 
representative body for 
French Jews, said Monday 
that Islamic radicalism was 
akin to Nazism and warned 
that society had not yet re¬ 
alised "the scale of the evil" 
it faces. 

Le Monde newspaper 
agreed. 

"French Islam is not lack¬ 
ing in major voices to fight 
anti-Jewish racism," it said in 
a front-page editorial. "They

Nukes must be eradicated, US ignoring the issue: Gorbachev

VIENNA (AFP) - Former 
Soviet president Mikhail 
Gorbachev called for the 
eradication of nuclear 
weapons and pointed a finger 
of blame at the United States 
for doing too little, in an in¬ 
terview published Monday. 

"When we talk about nu¬ 
clear weapons and what's to 
be done about them, the an¬ 
swer is to get rid of them," he 
said in a video interview with 
the Vienna-based Preparatory 
Commission of the CTBTO, 
an organisation seeking to 
ban nuclear testing. 

"The country with super¬ 
armament, ie. military supe¬ 
riority over all others, is still 
America. And they are avoid¬ 


ing that issue... setting it 
aside," he added. 

The interview, in Russian 
with English subtitles, was 
posted on the Prep Comm's 
website Monday ahead of the 
anniversary of a key 1986 
Reykjavik summit between 
Gorbachev and then US pres¬ 
ident Ronald Reagan, where 
the Cold War opponents dis¬ 
cussed nuclear disarmament. 

Today, nuclear powers 
have an estimated 20,000 
warheads, the former Soviet 
president said in the video, 
made on September 4. 

"It's enough to bury our 
civilisation in a few days, lit¬ 
erally." 

"The current situation 


must not be allowed to con¬ 
tinue... the treaty on the com¬ 
plete cessation of nuclear 
testing must become effec¬ 
tive," he urged. 

Close to 200 states have 
signed the Comprehensive 
Nuclear Test Ban Treaty 
(CTBT), but the document 
still lacks ratification from 
key nuclear weapons states 
such as the US, China, India, 
Iran and Israel to come into 
force. 

In Reykjavik on October 
11-12, 1986, Reagan and 
Gorbachev met for the sec¬ 
ond time and "came close to 
abolishing all nuclear 
weapons," according to the 
Prep Comm. 


BEIRUT (AFP) - Violence 
across Syria has killed more 
than 32,000 people, most of 
them civilians, since the out¬ 
break of an anti-regime revolt 
in March last year, a monitor¬ 
ing group said. 

Some 1,000 people have 
been killed in the past week 
alone, the Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights said, 
as violence escalates across 
the country. 

"At least 22,980 civilians, 
7,884 soldiers and 1,215 de¬ 
fectors have been killed in vi¬ 
olence in Syria," Observatory 
director Rami Abdel Rahman 
told AFP, adding the latest 
figures excluded Monday's 
preliminary toll of 141.

Egypt's Morsi pardons those convicted over 'revolution' 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - 
Egypt's President Mohamed 
Morsi on Monday pardoned 
all those arrested between the 
start of the revolution that 
toppled president Hosni 
Mubarak in February 2011 
and June this year, state 
media said. 

A decree published on the 


presidency's official Face- 
book page announced the 
amnesty for deeds "commit¬ 
ted with the aim of support¬ 
ing the revolution and 
bringing about its objectives, 
in the period January 25, 
2011 to June 30, 2012, with 
the exception of crimes of 
first-degree murder." 


Massive protests that 
erupted on January 25 last 
year forced Mubarak to stand 
down after more than 30 
years of iron-fisted rule. 

The amnesty declaration 
covers people who already 
have convictions and those 
who are still under investiga¬ 
tion or are on trial, according 


to the decree. 

It comes 100 days after 
Morsi, who emerged from 
the Muslim Brotherhood, 
became the first freely 
elected president of Egypt 
and its first civilian head of 
state when he took office in 
June. 


4,727 people killed, includ¬ 
ing 305 on the 26th — the 
bloodiest single day since the 
conflict began, said the Ob¬ 
servatory. The highest 
monthly toll came in August, 
when the watchdog recorded 
5,440 deaths. 

The Observatory's civilian 
toll includes non-military de¬ 
fectors who have taken up 
arms against the regime of 
President Bashar al-Assad. 

But the tallies do not count 
the many unidentified vic¬ 
tims of the bloody conflict, 
nor do they account for thou¬ 
sands of people missing and 
thought to be in detention. 

They also exclude thou¬ 
sands of pro-regime militia¬ 
men, Abdel Rahman said. 

The Britain-based Obser¬ 
vatory relies on a network of 
activists, lawyers and medics 
in Syria for its information. 

The revolt began as pro¬ 
reform protests but morphed 
into an armed insurgency 
when demonstrations were 
brutally crushed. Most rebels, 
like the population, are Sunni 
in a country dominated by a 
minority Alawite regime. 
Alawites are an offshoot of 
Shiite Islam.

Romney: Obama 'has failed 
to lead' in Syria, Middle East

Lexington, Virginia (AFP) - 
Barack Obama has ’’failed to 
lead” in the Middle East and 
the strained ties between his 
White House and Israel have 
emboldened Iran, presidential 
challenger Mitt Romney de¬ 
clared Monday. 

In a major foreign policy 
speech, Romney warned the 
president’s dithering had in¬ 
creased instability in a region 
clamoring for US leadership 
and left both the United 
States and its Middle East al¬ 
lies less safe than they were. 

With the slowly improv¬ 
ing economy providing less 
ammunition four weeks from 
the November 6 election, 
Romney’s address at the Vir¬ 
ginia Military Institute 
marked a bid to muscle in on 
turf largely seen as Obama’s 
preserve. 

He said Syria’s rebels do 
not have the necessary 
weapons to battle Bashar al- 
Assad’s troops and claimed 
Obama’s handling of the cri¬ 
sis was emblematic of a pres¬ 
ident who does not ’’shape 
history” but opts to ’’lead 
from behind.” 

”In Syria, I will work with 
our partners to identify and 
organize those members of 
the opposition who share our 
values and ensure they obtain 
the arms they need to defeat 
Assad’s tanks, helicopters, 
and fighter jets,” Romney 
said. 

But Romney stepped care¬ 
fully, refusing to commit any 
future US government to di¬ 
rectly provide weapons to 
rebels. 

Obama, worried that shoul¬ 


der-fired missiles and other 
heavy weapons could end up 
in the hands of terrorists, has 
not provided arms for the 
rebel groups, although he has 
arranged for the delivery of 
communications equipment. 

Romney acknowledged 
that Obama had had some 
foreign policy successes, no¬ 
tably the killing of chief ter¬ 
ror suspect Osama bin Laden, 
but said that the Democrat in¬ 
cumbent would not leave the 
world a safer place. 

’’But when we look at the 
Middle East today — with 
Iran closer than ever to nu¬ 
clear weapons capability... 
with violent extremists on the 
march, and with an American 
ambassador and three others 
dead (in Benghazi, Libya) 
likely at the hands of Al- 
Qaeda affiliates — it is clear 
that the risk of conflict in the 
region is higher now than 
when the president took of¬ 
fice,” he said. 


Opposition chief 
enters Syria for 
first time: rebels 

BAB AL-HAWA, Syria 
(AFP) - Abdel Basset 
Sayda, the head of the main 
opposition Syrian National 
Council, entered the country 
on Monday for the first time 
since assuming his post in 
June, rebel sources said. 
Sayda paid a visit to the 
town of Bab al-Hawa in the 
northwestern province of 
Idlib, on the border with 
Turkey, where he met sev¬ 
eral leaders of the rebel Free 
Syrian Army, the sources 
said. 

Among the rebel command¬ 
ers taking part were the mil¬ 
itary council chiefs for Idlib 
province and for neighbour¬ 
ing Aleppo province — 
scene of fierce fighting 
since July in the city of the 
same name, Syria’s second 
city and commercial capital. 
Sayda was accompanied on 
his visit to rebel-held terri¬ 
tory by several other SNC 
members and by General 
Mustafa al-Sheikh, the 
highest-ranking Syrian 
army officer to have de¬ 
fected to the opposition. 

The visit came as the exiled 
opposition said it was plan¬ 
ning a major makeover to 
address concerns about its 
r epr e s ent at i vene s s. SNC 
member Louay al-Safi told 
AFP that the group would 
unveil the changes at a 
meeting in the Qatari capital 
Doha next week.

Iran could make the bomb 
within 10 months: experts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Iran 
could produce enough 
weapons-grade uranium to 
make an atomic bomb within 
two to four months and then 
would need an additional 
eight to 10 months to build 
the device, experts said Mon¬ 
day. 

The authors of a new re¬ 
port on Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram say Tehran has made 
progress in its uranium en¬ 
richment effort but that the 
United States and UN 
weapons inspectors would be 
able to detect any attempt at 
a ’’breakout” — at least for the 
moment. 

The report, released by the 
Institute for Science and In¬ 
ternational Security, offers 
estimates on uranium stock- 


Rio mayor re-elected, to oversee 2016 
Olympics

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Riding a wave of support 
from Rio’s slums, Eduardo 
Paes was re-elected mayor 
Sunday and now takes up the 
challenge of overseeing 
major infrastructure projects 
ahead of the 2016 Summer 
Olympics. 

Paes, a member of the 


centrist PMDB backed by the 
ruling Workers Party (PT), 
got 64.6 percent of the vote, 
easily defeating his ultra-left¬ 
ist rival Marcelo Freixo with 
28.1 percent. 

”We are going to work to¬ 
gether over the next four 
years,” said the incumbent, 
whose party is a member of 


President Dilma Rousseffs 
ruling coalition. 

In municipal elections 
seen as a key test ahead of 
presidential polls two years 
from now, some 139 million 
Brazilians were called upon 
to elect 5,561 mayors and 
48,000 municipal councilors 
for four-year terms. Around 
450,000 candidates repre¬ 
sented more than 20 political 
parties. 

The surprise came in Sao 
Paulo, where campaign fron¬ 
trunner Celso Russomanno 
was shut out of the key may- 
oral race. 

Opposition Brazilian So¬ 
cial Democratic Party 
(PSDB) candidate Jose Serra 
will face off against PT rival 
Fernando Haddad in a runoff 
vote scheduled for October 
28. 

A second round will take 
place on the same day in 
cities with more than 200,000 
people where no candidate 
secured an absolute majority.

To amass the 25 kilograms 
of highly-enriched uranium 
needed for one nuclear 
weapon, Iran ’’would require 
at least 2-4 months,” the re¬ 
port. 

To reach that goal, Iran 
would have to draw on its 
uranium enriched to 3.5 per¬ 
cent as well as stocks of 20 
percent enriched uranium, it 
said.

Once Iran had generated 
enough highly-enriched ura¬ 
nium, it could take about 
eight to 10 months to con¬ 
struct a nuclear weapon, Al¬ 
bright told AFP on Monday. 

Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta said on September 11 
that the United States would 
have about a year to take ac¬ 
tion if Iran decided to build a 
nuclear weapon. 

The time needed for Iran 
to quit the nuclear non-prolif¬ 
eration treaty and ’’dash” or 
’’break out” to make the 
bomb would give the United 
States and its allies time to 
react if necessary, the report 
said. 

’’Although Iran’s breakout 
times are shortening, an Iran¬ 
ian breakout in the next year 
could not escape detection by 
the IAEA or the United 
States.

The above caption is the title 
of a report submitted on Octo¬ 
ber 1 st by the Population Fund 
of the United Nations and 
‘Helpage International, relat¬ 
ing to the aging if our soci¬ 
ety/world. 

Studies reveal that the gray¬ 
ing of the population continues 
to grow in all regions of the 
world. This is so also in well 
developed countries, including 
countries with a large percent¬ 
age of youth. An example of 
this is that those now between 
30 and 40 years of age will be 
our 60+ in the years 
2042/2052.For Aruba, this 
means more or less 15.594 
persons 6o+, according to 
CBS 2010 statistics. 

The UNESCO and Helpage 
report presents an analysis of 
the current situation of persons 
of advanced age. They inves¬ 
tigated the progress achieved 
since the Second World As¬ 
sembly regarding Aging, with 
respect to the political man¬ 
agement and measures 
adopted by governments and 
other parties. 

The investigation is directed 
towards the execution of the 
Madrid International Plan of 
Action regarding Aging. 

Among the most urgent 
concerns for older people is 
their financial security and ac¬ 
cess to quality health care 
which adequately meets their 
needs. This has to include pre¬ 
vention, and care for the long 
term. Older people should be 
able to enjoy their physical 
and mental health as best as 
possible. 

The report also identifies 
weaknesses and offers recom¬ 
mendations for the goals that 
communities should set to en¬ 
sure that persons of all ages 
will have the opportunity to 
contribute to the development 
of their community as well as 
to benefit from it. 

During interviews in prepa¬ 


ration of the report, they inter¬ 
viewed and recorded many of 
the concerns that the elderly 
have. The voice of the elderly 
resounded throughout the re¬ 
port in the sense that they 
made clear the many concerns 
and grievances that they have. 
Here’s a brief resume of those 
concerns and grievances of the 
elderly: 

•43% said that they fair be¬ 
coming objects of personal vi¬ 
olence 

•49% feels that they are 
treated with respect 

•61% use cellulars 

•53% face difficulties, or 
have serious difficulties to pay 
for basic services (for example 
for water, electricity and food) 

•44% consider their actual 
health to be good 

•34% have difficulty, or 
much difficulty getting the at¬ 
tention they need regarding 
their health when they need 
this most 

The report also presents 10 
priority actions to be imple¬ 
mented in order to provide the 
maximum opportunity for a 
graying society to thrive: 

1. Recognize the inevitabil¬ 
ity of aging in a population 
and to prepare adequately for 
and to interest all stakeholders 
(government, civil society, pri¬ 
vate sector, communities and 
families) in the growing num¬ 
ber of elderly persons. 

2. Guarantee all elderly per¬ 
sons a life of dignity and secu¬ 
rity and the opportunity to 
enjoy the health and social 
services along with an ade¬ 
quate income. 

3. Encourage the commu¬ 
nity and families to develop 
systems of support that would 
guarantee the weaker elderly, 
necessary long term care and 
to promote active and healthy 
aging in their own homes and 
communities. 

4. Invest now in young peo¬ 
ple through the promotion of 
healthy habits; ensure educa¬ 


tion and employment opportu¬ 
nities, access to health services 
and social insurance for every 
employee as the best invest¬ 
ment in improving the lives of 
future generations of the eld¬ 
erly. 

5. Encourage national and 
international efforts to do 
comparative investigation on 
aging, and guarantee that the 
sensitive data of the sexes and 
culture and the results coming 
from these investigations are 
available for a contribution to 
political formulation. 

6. Guide the aging process 
and involve both men and 
women in the management of 
aging, bearing in mind the spe¬ 
cific needs of men and women 
of advanced age. 

7. Ensure that aging and the 
needs of the elderly are in¬ 
cluded in all management and 
national programs. 

8. Ensure that aging and the 
needs of the elderly are in¬ 
cluded in national humanitar¬ 
ian actions, the management 
of climate change and adapta¬ 
tion plans, and in programs on 
the management and prepara¬ 
tion of calamities. 

9. Ensure that the matter of 
aging is adequately reflected 
on your development agenda 
for beyond 2015, particularly 
as you develop goals and spe¬ 
cific indicators. 

10. Develop a new culture, 
based on the rights of aging 
and a change of mentality and 
attitude of the society with re¬ 
spect to aging. And, begin first 
at those who are receiving 
pension and are actively con¬ 
tributing to the society. This 
will require, among other 
things, that you employ the in¬ 
ternational instruments of 
human rights and translate 
these into laws and national 
regulations and into affirma¬ 
tive actions to fight discrimi¬ 
nation because of age and to 
recognize the autonomy of 
persons of advanced age in our 
communities.

Teen stomach removed 
after liquid nitrogen 
cocktail 



LANCASTER - Gaby Scan¬ 
lon, 18, was rushed to hospital 
after downing two 'Nitro 
Jagermeister' drinks on a 
boozy night out, and remains 
seriously ill in hospital. 

The teenager has had her 
stomach removed after drink¬ 
ing a cocktail containing liquid 
nitrogen. 

Adding liquid nitrogen, 
which creates a steaming 
’’cauldron effect,” to drinks or 
food is not an uncommon 
practice. 

When exposed to air, liquid 
nitrogen creates a dense fog 
and is used by bartenders and 
chefs to add an element of vi¬ 
sual drama to dishes or to 
freeze things quickly, such as 
ice cream. It is also used for 
removing warts and has indus¬ 
trial uses. 

Liquid nitrogen can be used 
safely in the preparation of 


foods. However, since it is not 
safe to ingest liquid nitrogen 
due care must be taken to en¬ 
sure that the liquid has all 
evaporated before serving any 
food or drink that was pre¬ 
pared with liquid nitrogen. 

Professor Peter Barham, 
from the University of Bristol, 
said: ”It is intensely cold and 
if not used properly can cause 
frostbite or cryogenic bums. 

"Just as no-one would drink 
boiling water or pour it over 
themselves, so no-one should 
ingest liquid nitrogen.” 

As it rapidly warms inside 
the body, it returns to its gas 
form, expanding by more than 
700 times as it does so. 

Even a small amount of liq¬ 
uid nitrogen in the stomach 
could cause it to burst, releas¬ 
ing its highly acidic contents 
into the body cavity.

Stem cell pioneers win Nobel for 
medicine 



Shinya Yamanaka of Japan 
and John Gurdon of Britain 
won the Nobel Prize yesterday 
for work in cell programming, 
a frontier that has nourished 
dreams of replacement tissue 
for people crippled by disease. 

The two scientists found 
that adult cells can be trans¬ 
formed back to an infant state 
called stem cells, the key in¬ 
gredient in the vision of regen¬ 
erative medicine. 

’’Their findings have revolu¬ 
tionised our understanding of 
how cells and organisms de¬ 
velop,” the Nobel jury de¬ 
clared. "By reprogramming 
human cells, scientists have 
created new opportunities to 
study diseases and develop 
methods for diagnosis and 
therapy.” 

Among those who ac¬ 
claimed the award were 
Britain's Royal Society, Ian 
Wilmut, "father” of Dolly the 
cloned sheep, and a leading 
ethicist, who said it eased a 
storm about the use of embry¬ 
onic cells. 

Stem cells are precursor 
cells which differentiate into 
the various organs of the body. 

They have stirred huge ex¬ 
citement, with hopes that they 
can be coaxed into growing 
into replacement tissue for vic¬ 
tims of Alzheimer's, Parkin¬ 
son's and other diseases. 


Gurdon, 79, said he was 
grateful but also surprised by 
the honour, since his main re¬ 
search was done a half-century 
ago. 

In 1962, he discovered that 
the DNA code in the nucleus 
of an adult frog cell held all 
the information to develop into 
every kind of cell. 

This meant that an adult cell 
could in essence be repro¬ 
grammed. 

His landmark discovery was 
initially met with scepticism, 
as the journey from immature 
to specialised cell was previ¬ 
ously deemed irreversible. 

Gurdon told reporters in 
London his groundbreaking 
work "was essentially to show 
that all the different cells of the 
body have the same genes. 

Based at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity, Gurdon is fond of re¬ 
calling that his school tutor 
told him when he was 15 that 
it would be a "total waste of 
time” to pursue a career in sci¬ 
ence, and credits his mother 
with encouraging him to fol¬ 
low his passion. 

More than four decades 
later, in 2006, Yamanaka, now 
50, discovered how mature 
cells in mice could be turned 
back to their youthful state 
using a batch of reprogram¬ 
ming genes. 

The advantage of this would 
be to avert the need to use 


stem cells taken from early- 
stage embryos. These are 
hugely versatile but have 
stirred ethical controversy. 

"This is not only a giant leap 
for science, it is a giant leap 
for mankind. Yamanaka and 
Gurdon have shown how sci¬ 
ence can be done ethically,” a 
professor of practical ethics at 
the University of Oxford, Ju¬ 
lian Savulescu, told the Sci¬ 
ence Media Centre in London. 

Yamanaka "deserves not 
only a Nobel Prize for Medi¬ 
cine, but a Nobel Prize for 
Ethics,” he said. 

Yamanaka, a professor at 
Kyoto University, has point¬ 
edly warned of the ethical con¬ 
troversies of science. 

"We should limit the appli¬ 
cation of technology to treat¬ 
ment or what can make 
patients happier,” he has said. 
"We may be able to generate 
new life (with this technique), 
so we are presented with an¬ 
other ethical issue.” 

Stem-cell research is still at 
a very early stage, and only a 
tiny number of human trials 
have taken place. 

He was modest about the 
honour on Monday, telling re¬ 
porters he was "just an obscure 
researcher” who planned to 
carry on his work. 

The pair had been among 
the frontrunners for a Nobel 
after they won the prestigious 
Lasker Prize in 2009 and Ya¬ 
manaka shared the 1.2-mil- 
lion-euro Millennium 

Technology Prize earlier this 
year with a software engineer. 

Because of the economic 
crisis, the Nobel Foundation 
has slashed its prize sum to 
eight million Swedish kronor 
($1.2 million, 930,000 euros) 
per award, down from the 10 
million kronor awarded since 
2001.

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IMF: US 'fiscal cliff would 
set back world economy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
warned US leaders that hit¬ 
ting the looming ’’fiscal cliff’ 
would not only crush the 
American economy but spin 
havoc through the rest of the 
world. 

The US needs to shrink its 
huge fiscal deficit over the 
medium term but steep 
spending cuts and tax hikes 
scheduled for January are too 
extreme, and are already 
sending worries across the 
globe and hitting growth, the 
IMF said. 

The IMF said, in its global 
economic report released in 
Tokyo, that the US could 
plunge back into recession if 
policymakers fail to agree a 
way to avoid the poison-pill 
plan to cut the country's 
deficit and debt. 

"Growth would stall in 
2013 with the full material¬ 
ization of the cliff and... 
would inflict large spillovers 
on major US trading partners 


and also on commodity ex¬ 
porters," the Washington- 
based global lender said. 

The Fund warned the US 
economy is likely slow 
slightly next year from this 
year's forecast 2.2 percent ex¬ 
pansion even if the cliff plan 
is avoided. 

Growth has lost momen¬ 
tum, it said, with one factor 
being the uncertainty related 
to the outlook for govern¬ 
ment plans and the eurozone 
crisis. 

The IMF conceded that 
worries wrought by uncer¬ 
tainty in Europe could help 
the United States, as capital 
has moved to the safe-haven 
dollar, helping to keep US in¬ 
terest low despite the govern¬ 
ment's hefty debt burden. 

However, the IMF 
warned, this can also drive up 
prices, hurting the country's 
exports. 

But most worrisome is the 
so-called "fiscal cliff’, an im¬ 
possible political compro¬ 


mise agreed last year as De¬ 
mocrats and Republicans bat¬ 
tled without conclusion over 
how to close the fiscal deficit 
over the medium term. 

The plan forces deep, im¬ 
mediate spending cuts on the 
government from January 1, 
while raising taxes which 
will crunch household spend¬ 
ing. 

Legislators are under pres¬ 
sure to come up with an alter¬ 
native before the end of the 
year. But, with Congress now 
on recess ahead of the No¬ 
vember 6 national elections, 
there will be little time to 
fashion a more moderate plan 
before the deadline. 

If implemented, the IMF 
said, the plan could cut four 
percent from gross domestic 
product. 

"It is imperative to avoid 
excessive fiscal consolidation 
in 2013, to raise the debt ceil¬ 
ing promptly, and to agree on 
a credible medium-term fis¬ 
cal consolidation plan." 


Air France-KLM and Etihad unveil code¬ 
sharing agreement 


PARIS (AFP) - Air France- 
KLM and Etihad Airways an¬ 
nounced Monday a 
codesharing agreement in the 
first phase of what could be¬ 
come a broader strategic part¬ 
nership, a statement said. 

Air France, which has hit 
financial headwinds, also un¬ 
veiled a similar deal with Air 
Berlin, the sixth biggest Eu¬ 
ropean carrier. 

The agreements, which 
allow each airline to offer 
service provided by its part¬ 
ners, will cover destinations 
in Europe, the Middle East, 
Asia and Australia, the state¬ 
ment said. 

It represents "the first 
phase of a much larger strate¬ 
gic partnership," the airlines 
added. 

The deal "reflects the core 
elements of Etihad Airways’

Oil prices extend losses 


NEW YORK (AFPi - Oil 
prices fell on Monclay fol¬ 
lowing losses at the end of 
last week, as the weak global 
economic outlook continued 
to feed into demand expecta¬ 
tions. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in November, shed 55 cents 
to $89.33 a barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
November dropped 20 cents 
to $112.02 a barrel in late 
London deals. 

The drop in prices reflects 
"continued concerns about 
the global economy, and the 
issue over Europe continues 
to be a bearish factor on oil 
markets," Victor Shum, an 
analyst at Purvin and Gertz 
energy consultants, told AFP. 

In London meanwhile, 
British energy group BP said 
it had agreed to sell its ill- 


fated Texas City refinery to 
US-based Marathon Petro¬ 
leum Corporation for $2.5 
billion (1.9 billion euros) to 
help fund compensation costs 
resulting from the 2010 US 
oil spill disaster. 

Tne Texas City facility 
suffered a deadly explosion 
in 2005 that killed 15 work¬ 
ers and sparked safety con¬ 
cerns across BP's US 
operations. 

BP is selling assets to help 
pay costs arising from the US 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill in 
2010. 

"With today's agreement 
the total value of the divest¬ 
ments that BP has agreed 
since the beginning of 2010 
is now over $35 billion. BP 
expects this total to reach $38 
billion by the end of 2013," 
the company said. 



IMF trims China 2012 
growth forecast to 7.8% 


BEIJING(AFP) - The Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund on 
Tuesday cut its forecast for 
Chinese economic growth for 
this year and next, saying 
stimulus efforts have so far 
failed to deliver an expected 
boost. 

In its latest World Eco¬ 
nomic Outlook the Fund also 
said that the slowdown in the 
world's number-two econ¬ 
omy had impacted other 
countries in the region. 

The Chinese economy 
was expected to grow 7.8 
percent in 2012 and 8.2 per¬ 
cent in 2013, the IMF said. 

Both figures are below the 
Fund's most recent estimates 
in July of 8.0 percent growth 
for 2012 and 8.5 percent for 
2013. The July forecasts were 


in turn lower than an IMF es¬ 
timate in April. 

China's gross domestic 
product expanded 7.6 percent 
in the second quarter of this 
year, its worst performance in 
three years, and disappoint¬ 
ing data since then has led to 
fears that third-quarter 
growth may have weakened 
further. 

Third-quarter data is due 
out on October 18. 

China has suffered the 
knock-on effect of a severe 
debt crisis in Europe and a 
hobbled recovery in the 
United States, its two key ex¬ 
port markets, which have led 
to a slump in trade and con¬ 
traction in manufacturing ac¬ 
tivity. 


India working on ’credible’ plan 
to cut deficit 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
finance minister promised 
Monday a "credible" plan to 
cut a gaping fiscal deficit that 
has alarmed investors and 
said he was determined to 
push through more reforms to 
spur the economy. 

The pro-market minister, 
R Chidambaram, said there 
was an "imperative need" to 
cut spending after a govern¬ 


ment panel warned that India 
stood on the edge of a "fiscal 
precipice" due to a swelling 
subsidy bill. 

"It is our intention to an¬ 
nounce a credible and feasi¬ 
ble path of fiscal 
consolidation beginning this 
year," he said, giving a new 
target for the deficit of 5.3 
percent of gross domestic 
product. 


Greece worries propel 
dollar higher 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
dollar gained ground against 
the euro Monday as fresh 
worries about Greece and 
Spain roiled the eurozone. 

New concerns over 
Greece's future spilled 
through the markets after 
news that German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel was headed to 
Athens for talks on Tuesday. 

At 2200 GMT, the euro 
was at $1.2967 compared to 
$1.3031 late Friday. 


The yen pushed higher 
after falling most of last 
week, with the dollar buying 
78.31 yen compared to 78.64, 
and the euro at 101.57 yen 
from 102.48. 

In Europe Monday, the 
500 billion euro bailout fund, 
the European Stability Mech¬ 
anism, was officially 
launched, but that step for¬ 
ward failed to calm rising 
concerns over the single cur¬ 
rency.

Golf: Mcllroy plays down Woods 
rivalry 



BELEK (AFP) - World No 1 
Rory Mcllroy has played 
down any rivalry between he 
and 14-time Major winning 
Tiger Woods ahead of this 
week's $US 5.2million World 
Golf Final in the Turkish resort 
of Belek. 

While sponsors draw heav¬ 
ily on Mcllroy versus Woods 
in promoting the event, the 23- 
year-old Northern Irishman 
does not see it that way. 

"I'm looking forward to 
tackling Tiger as everyone 
knows he's been a hero of my 
growing up," said Mcllroy to 
reporters. "To get to play 
alongside him these days and 
to compete against him is a 
dream come true. 

"However people who 
watch sports want to see some 
form of rivalry between my¬ 
self and Tiger but I don't see it 
as that's what Tiger and I have. 


"It's just great to see events 
like this and I am just pleased 
to be mentioned in the same 
conversation with Tiger." 

Mcllroy and Woods join six 
others including Lee West- 
wood, Justin Rose, Webb 
Simpson, Hunter Mahan, Matt 
Kuchar and Chari Schwartzel 
in a medal match-play format 
for a first prize of $US 1.5mil- 
lion and with the eighth placed 
receiving $US 300,000. 

Woods arrived in Turkey for 
a first visit to mainland Europe 
since 2003 and immediately 
expressed his personal disap¬ 
pointment at last month's 
Ryder Cup when he managed 
to secure just a half-a-point in 
his seventh appearance, and 
that was after conceding the 
final putt of the competition to 
Italy's Francesco Molinari. 

Unlike Woods, Mcllroy has 
been to Turkey before, sup¬ 


porting girlfriend and tennis 
star Caroline Wozinacki for 
the season-ending WTF finals. 

However on this occasion 
Wozinacki is present to sup¬ 
port Mcllroy and the Northern 
Irishman is determined to con¬ 
tinue his recent run of success 
with victory along the 
Mediterranean shoreline.

Altidore struggled in a 2-1 
loss at Jamaica and a 1 -0 home 
victory over the "Reggae 
Boyz" last month. 

The Americans are now 
level with Guatemala in their 
qualifying group on seven 
points with Jamaica also on 
seven points but trailing on 
goal difference with two 
matches in the next week for 
each team to decide two qual¬ 
ifiers for next year's final 
round of regional qualifying 
for 2014 berths in Brazil.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - At¬ 
lanta remained undefeated, 
Tom Brady won the battle of 
the marquee quarterbacks and 
Drew Brees had a record-set- 
ting day in week five of the 
National Football League sea¬ 
son on Sunday. 

Michael Turner rushed for 
the go-ahead touchdown with 
just under three minutes re¬ 
maining as the Atlanta Falcons 
ground out a 24-17 win over 
Washington Redskins at 
FedEx Field. 

Turner busted through for a 
13-yard run to the end zone 
when it mattered most for the 
Falcons, who are 5-0 for the 
first time in franchise history. 
Turner finished with 18 carries 
for 67 yards. 
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Atlanta centre Todd Mc¬ 
Clure has been with the team 
since 1999 so he has experi¬ 
enced the highs and lows. 

Quarterback Matt Ryan 
threw for 345 yards, two 
touchdowns and one intercep¬ 
tion as he completed 34-of-52 
passes for the Falcons. 

Receiver Tony Gonzalez 
had a superb game, catching 
13 passes for 123 yards and a 
touchdown, while Julio Jones 
grabbed 10 passes for 94 yards 
and a touchdown. 

Redskins quarterback 
Robert Griffin completed 10- 
of-15 passes for 91 yards. He 
was forced to leave the game 
after taking a hit to the head 
from Falcons linebacker Sean 
Weatherspoon. 

Backup Kirk Cousins came 
in and threw for 111 yards, one 
score and two interceptions on 
five-of-nine passing for Wash¬ 
ington. 

The Redskins lost at home 
for the eighth straight game. 

New Orleans quarterback 
Brees set an NFL record by 
throwing a touchdown in his 


48th consecutive game, break¬ 
ing the mark set by hall-of- 
famer Johnny Unitas more 
than 50 years ago. 

’’First of all it's a team 
record, not an individual 
record. So many people were 
responsible for this, coaches 
and people in the organiza¬ 
tion," Brees said. "Certainly 
the man who held this record 
stands for everything great in 
this league. It couldn't have 
happened in a better way." 

Unitas set the record be¬ 
tween 1956 and 1960 and no 
quarterback had come within 
10 touchdowns until Brees 
started to make a serious move 
on the record late in the 2011 
season. 

Brees broke the record by 
completing a 40-yard pass to 
receiver Devery Henderson as 
the Saints held on to beat the 
San Diego Chargers 31-24 in 
the late game Sunday. 

The Saints players cele¬ 
brated Brees's milestone by 
swarming the quarterback who 
retrieved the ball and took it to 
the Saints bench for safe-keep¬ 
ing. 


In a matchup of two of the 
game's marquee quarterbacks, 
the New England Patriots 
rushing game was a deciding 
factor. 

Second-year running back 
Stevan Ridley carried for a ca¬ 
reer-high 151 yards and one 
touchdown as New England 
defeated the Denver Broncos 
31-21. 

Denver quarterback Peyton 
Manning threw three touch¬ 
down passes to Tom Brady's 
one TD pass at Gillette Sta¬ 
dium. Manning also outgained 
his New England counterpart, 
345-223. 

On second and 10 from the 
14-yard line late in the fourth 
quarter, Manning handed the 
ball off to Willis McGahee and 
New England's Rob 
Ninkovich forced his second 
fumble of the game to blunt 
Denver's attack. 

Brady then completed a 
nine-yard pass to Wes Welker, 
the last of his game-high 13 
receptions, on third-and-three 
and the Patriots used up all the 


time left on the clock. 

"It's a good win against a 
very good team," Brady said. 
"The Broncos have a hell of a 
team in all three phases and I 
thought we really stood up to 
them, so it's a good win for us." 

Welker finished with 104 
yards receiving and caught a 
touchdown pass. 

San Francisco quarterback 
Alex Smith was superb 
through the air and Frank Gore 
dominated on the ground as 
the 49ers routed the Buffalo 
Bills 45-3. 

Smith connected on 18-of- 
24 passes for 303 yards and 
three touchdowns, while Gore 
ran for 106 yards and a touch¬ 
down on 14 carries for the 
49ers, who gained a franchise- 
record 621 yards in their sec¬ 
ond consecutive lopsided win. 

Reggie Wayne caught 13 
passes for a career-high 212 
yards and the Indianapolis Colts 
defeated Green Bay 30-27. 
Wayne also caught the go-ahead 
touchdown pass with 35 sec¬ 
onds left in the fourth quarter.

BALTIMORE (AFP) - Catcher 
Russell Martin helped ignite a 
five-run ninth inning with a 
leadoff home run as the New 
York Yankees beat Baltimore 
7-2 in game one of their Amer¬ 
ican League Division Series. 

Japan's Ichiro Suzuki added 
a run-scoring single in the 
ninth and finished with two 
RBI, while Robinson Cano 
also drove in a pair of runs for 
the Yankees in the Major 
League Baseball opening 
round playoff contest Sunday 
night at Camden Yards ball¬ 
park. 

Pitcher CC Sabathia al¬ 
lowed the two runs on eight 
hits and a walk with seven 
strikeouts over 8 2/3 innings in 


the win in front of a crowd of 
47,841. He had been 0-2 in 
three starts against the Orioles 
this season. 

Jim Johnson (0-1) surren¬ 
dered all five runs in the ninth 
to take the loss for the Orioles. 

Rain delayed the start of the 
game for two hours and 26 
minutes. 

Baltimore was coming off a 
5-1 win over the Texas 
Rangers in the AL's winner- 
take-all wild card playoff. 

At Detroit, Tigers' Don 
Kelly hit a sacrifice fly to score 
Omar Infante with the winning 
run in the ninth as Detroit beat 
Oakland 5-4 to seize command 
of their first round playoff se¬ 
ries. 


While in ST. LOUIS, 
Tyler Moore smacked a two- 
run single in the eighth inning 
to give the Washington Na¬ 
tionals a 3-2 victory over St. 
Louis in their Major League 
Baseball playoff series 
opener. 

Washington took a 1-0 
lead over the defending World 
Series champions in the best- 
of-five National League divi¬ 
sional series. The winner will 
face either the San Francisco 
Giants or the Cincinnati Reds 
to decide a berth in the World 
Series final. 

The Nationals, whose 98 
triumphs were the most of 
any major league club this 
season, collected the first 
playoff victory by a team 
from the US capital since the 
1933 World Series. 

"It's huge for us," Moore 
said. "It gives us a lot of confi¬ 
dence." 

In the late NL playoff game 
Sunday, Bronson Arroyo 
pitched seven strong innings of 
one-hit ball and Cincinnati 
shut out the Giants 9-0 to seize 
a 2-0 lead in their first round 
series. 

Michael Morse opened the 
eighth inning for the Nationals 
by reaching base on an error by 
Cardinals shortstop Pete 
Kozma and took third on a sin¬ 
gle by Ian Desmond, who 
moved to second on a sacrifice 
bunt by Danny Espinosa. 

Pinch-hitter Moore then en¬ 
tered for the Nationals and 


blasted a two-out line drive hit 
to right field that brought home 
the deciding runs. 

Washington's Kurt Suzuki 
singled in Adam LaRoche in 
the second inning to open the 
scoring, but the Cardinals took 
a 2-1 lead in the bottom half of 
the second without even need¬ 
ing a base hit. 

Washington starting pitcher 
Gio Gonzalez walked Yadier 
Molina, Daniel Descalso and 
Kozma to load the bases, then 


could take advantage to push 
across a run. 

At San Francisco, Reds 
pitcher Arroyo struck out four 
and walked just one to earn his 
first career playoff win. 

Ryan Hanigan posted three 
RBI, Jay Bruce drove in a pair 
of runs and Ryan Ludwick 
added a solo home run for 
Cincinnati, who won 5-2 in 
game one on Saturday. 

Giants pitcher Madison 
Bumgarner suffered the loss

Jon Jay followed with a sac¬ 
rifice fly to send Descalso 
home with the go-ahead run. 

The Nationals loaded the 
bases in the sixth inning and 
the Cardinals did the same in 
the seventh but neither team 


after giving up four runs on 
seven hits and a walk over 4 
1/3 innings. 

San Francisco now seeks to 
become the first NL team in di¬ 
vision series history to rally 
from an 0-2 deficit to win the 
series. 

Game three of the best-of- 
five series is scheduled for 
today in Cincinnati.
